It would 
be strange to say, that, because an Autocrat of Jtussia, or a 
Dey of Algicrs happened to be a humane man, and a mild 
ruler, he was not therefore a despot, nor his subjects slaves. 

And if an English parliament could, at its discretion, take 
away from the people all legal protection to persoual liberty 
and consign every man to the arbitrary will of a vengeful mi - 
‘nister, aiming to establish an arbitrary dominion in the crown, 
or In any faction, in what respect would the power of parlia- 
ment essentially differ from that of a Dey of Algiers? But the 
loyal declaration of Middlesex, so well culated to call forth 
the national epinion on that point, will probabiy have alread 
}damped the courage of those who might, in the mad freaks of 
their lawless wiles, have meditated a Bul of Indemnity, ora 
Bill of Suspension. 

The great fundamental doctrine laid down in the declaration, 
hath its foundation, as noticed in the Oth proposition, in tic 
merous and unanswerable authorities.
